9. Committee’s Establishment.—The establishment of the Committee consists of one 
head clerk and accountant, and one assistant clerk, The head clerk and accountant keeps 
the accounts and books prescribed by Government of the offices of the Committee and the 
District Engineer, as the latter has'no separate accountant for his own office. The head 
clerk and accountant, Baboo Chandra Mohun Dass, continucd throughout the year, and 
ceectves credit for the efficient discharge of bis duties. He isa very intelligent young 

cer. 

His subordinates on the whole worked well. 

10. Inspection of Office. —The office was inspected by W. H. Dobbie, Esq,, Examiner of 
Local Accounts, Bengal, on the 28th and 29th January 1885. He found that the accounts 
in the office of the Vice-Chairman were neatly and accurately kept. He suggested that 
the talabana accounts of the collection department should be treated and accounted for 
as advances, and that the District Engineer should keep in his office a challan hook for 
money remitted by him, such as sale proceeds, &c., and a register of works.
